HUMBOLDT AND WASHOE. 

We had hoped that Mr. Cain could 
explain the difference between bills 
allowed by Washoe county and the 
amount returned by Humboldt in the 
second trial of Rover. We were glad 
to have his explanation, because we 
were assured that it was complete and 
satisfactory. We find that it is en- 
tirely shallow and without meaning. 

In his exhibit, Mr. Cain puts 
Washoe’s bill for the transcript at 
$646 50: These are not the right 
figures. Washoe county allowed and 
paid to Mr. Comstock $646 50 for the 
first transcript; the Commissioners 
4 also allowed him $373 for the tran- 

_seript to the Governor's office. These 
gums make a total of $1019 50, instead 
of $459 25 allowed us by Humboldt. 
Mr. Comstock’s first bill of $646 50 
was allowed and paid; the second bill 
of $373 was allowed and was to be 
paid when Humboldt paid us, accord- 
ing to the testimony of the Auditor 
and.at least one member of the Board. 
Our Commissioners have then believed 
that $1019 50 was a proper charge for 
the transcript and allowed the same. 
Our District Attorney accepts $459 25 
for the amount, thus agreeing to a re- 
duction of $560 23. In addition to 
this the reporter’s bill was reduced 
$100 80, making in all the generous 
reduction of $661 05. But the Dis- 
trict Atterney, with a forethought 
which is worthy of Mrs. Bowers, saw 
that the gallows market was on the 
rise, and so he took a quit claim deed 
to the hanging apparatus which fin- 
ished poor Rover’s life. 

At the tax-payers’ meeting it was 
sought to be shown that the second 
claim of $373 was never to be paid— 
was, in fact, a clever dodge to make 
Humboldt pay one or the other. Sub- 
sequent inquiry did not bear this out, 
and the books of this county will show 
that $1019 50 has been allowed where 
we accepted $459 25 as full payment. 
How is it? The Commissioners have 
always claimed and are now claiming 
that there is no method of correcting 
their acts once passed. They claim 
share and share alike in the Pope's 
prerogative of infallibilityy They are 
the modern Medes and Persians, and 
their feats once issued are immutable. 
How will they get back the $187 25 
which Mr. Cain shows they have over- 
paid, unless Mr. Comstock pleases to 
| give it? And how will they find rea- 
son to reverse the allowance of $373 
already mentioned? If they can get 
those back, why can’t they repair all 
of their errors in the same way? And, 
above all, why don’t they want to see 
them repaired? Attorney Cain can’t 
answer any of these questions, and if 
the Commissioners can they will be- 
come ommiscient as well as infallible. 
We hope the Board will not all speak 
at once.

THAT REDUCTION. 


The Generous Reduction of District 
Attorney Cuin Explained. 

Eprror Gazetre: In your issue of 
yesterday I find a communication in 
favor of our District Attorney, giving 
the result of his recent visit to Win- 
nemucca for the purpose of making 
settlement of Washoe county’s claims 
against Humboldt for expenses in the 
Rover case. 

But it the District Attorney in- 
tended to make the matter plain to our 
people, I think his communication and 
figures had the contrary effect, because 
after diligent inquiry I fail to find any 
two persons who agree as to the amount 
our county lost in the transaction, and 
as the District Attorney failed to 
strike the balance, I hope you will 
pardon me if I attempt to do so. 

In the first place, I will take his 
own figures, without changing apy 
one of them, and see if it is not true 
that Mr. Cain abandoned some seven 
hundred dollars of our claim against 
Humbold county, and for the purpose 
of making the matter plain and fair, 
will here insert his table of figures, 
the same as he published them yester- 
day, as follows:

This last table will show that I used 
the same items and figures as in the 
first, or the one made by Mr. Cain, 
and the result shows that the District 
Attorney suffered a discount on our 
Claim against Humboldt county of 
$752 30. 

But Mr. Cain is evidently in error 
in some of his items, as the deduction 
is greater, according to his figures, 
than the facts will justify, and not 
wishing to take advantage of him or 
his statement, I hope he will excuse 
me if I correct them to his advantage. 

On last Saturday, after learning that 
Mr. Cain had compromised with Hum- 
boldt county by deducting about $700 
from our claim, I wrote Mr. Job, the 
County Clerk of Humboldt, asking 
him to send me the true statement of 
the facts and the items deducted. 
This a i received a reply, and 
have no doubt Mr. Job, will pardon 
me for making use of it, as follows: 

WINNEMUCCA, 4 uly 9, 1878, 

H. H. Becx—Dear sir: Your com- 
munication relative to Washoe’s claim 
against Humboldt received. I cannot 
state what items were disallowed by 
the Board, but there were two bills, 
one for $411 80, was reduced to 
$206 80, and the other called for 
$1,552 85, and was reduced to $977 20. 

I remain yours respectfully, 
J. H. Jos, Clerk. 

Thus it appears that our claim 
against Humboldt county, and. which 
was compromised by the District At- 
torney, amounted to $1964 65 and that 
the actual deduction made was 
$710 65. As above stated, this is less 
than Mr. Cain’s figures make it, and 
Mr. Cain will pardon me for saying 


that I consider the figures of the Clerk |. 


of Humboldt more reliable than his 
own. 

Mr. Cain will pardon me for refer- 
ring to a few other matters in his com- 
munication which I don’t think he 
made very plain. For instance, he 
says: ‘‘I took from that county (Hum- 
boldt) a bill of sale for the gallows 
built for Rover by us,” but does not 
say whether it was taken in considera- 
tion of the $710 65 or nct. In the 
next place he is not sufficiently ex- 
plicit in his statement, after setting 


| out his items as allowed and rejected 
| 


by Humboldt; he says: “You will per- 
“ceive that our bills were allowed in 


“full, except the transcript and the 
“reporter's bill. The first will no 
“doubt be satisfactorily settled be- 
“tween our Clerk and the Board of 
“Commissionersat their next meeting.” 
But he fails to say how much it is, 
and when itis remembered that the 
Commissioners, Clerk and District At- 
torney have always claimed that there 
is nothing wrong, I would respectfully 
ask if there is any very bright pros- 
pect of the Clerk ‘‘satisfactorily set- 
tling the matter with the Board.” 
About the reporter’s bill he has this 
to say: “The reporter’s bill had been 
acted on by Humboldt Commissioners 
at their meeting in 1877 and a warrant 
drawn in our favor for that amount.” 
This reads well, but Mr. Cain again 
fails to designate the amount. He 
says a warrant was drawn in our favor, 
but does not tell whether it was for 
the amount which our Board allowed 
the reporter or whether it was for the 
amount which Humboldt allowed our 
county. Mr. Cain’s own figures show 
that we paid over one hundred dollars 
more than we got back from Hum- 
boldt on that one item alone. 
Believing that each and every citi- 
zen of our county feels an interest in 
having the affairs of our county fon- 
ducted in a legal manner and that 
wrongs should be. exposed and cor- 
rected, promps me to offer this com. 
munication. I offer no other excure.
